The news from the western fronts con- 
tinues to be good, and the tremendous 
blows now being delivered by the Armies 
of England, France, and Italy are affect- 
ing the moral of the enemy seriously. The 
renewed and continued attacks on widely 
separated places may not culminate in 
anything tremendous, but they~all tend to 
break down the German power of resist- 
ance and to help on the end. I am told 
that the German prisoners express their 
thankfulness to be out of the terrible 
fighting, and say that thousands of Ger- 
mans would surrender if they knew that 
their lives would be safe. At present they 
are told that we kill all the prisoners cap- 
tured, and the story is believed by many 
of the German troops. 

The prospects of the Stockholm Con- 
ference look very dubious after yesterday's 
votes. The “pacifist”? section is dis- 
gusted to find that it will not be allowed 
separate representation, but must follow 
the lead of the patriot trade unionists, 
who only want to go to Stockholm to “ talk 
straight’’ to the other delegates regarding 
the Allies’ aims in tlhe war. The British 
delegates will not be elected until after 
the Inter-Allied Conference next week, 
and passports may not be asked for until 
the Trade Union Congress has considered 
the question at its forthcoming meeting.

TEA SHORTAGE, 


TICKETS MAY BE NECESSARY. 


If the present shortage of tea stocks con- 
tinues, says the Press Association, it may be 
necessary to issue tea tickets, as in the case 
of sugar. At the present moment there is only 
about six weeks’ supply of tea in the country. 

Sir Thomas Lipton, interviewed yesterday, 
said that there was plenty of tea waiting for 
shipment from Indian ports, but they could not 
ship it because of the freightage difiiculty. Bo 
far as he could see, the same restrictions would 
have to beyplaced on tea as on sugar, before 
long, unless more freight room was provided. 


DUBLIN RETAILERS UNBASY. 


The publication of the Order of the Food 
Controller, requesting persons engaged in the 
trade to make a return before September 10th 
of the tea in their possession, and the an- 
nouncement that only 40 per cent. of the 
amount that was ee available for distri- 
bution ean: now obtained, has created a 
great deal of uneasiness amongst retailers and 
consumers, not only in Dublin, but throughout 
the country. The price of tea has gone up, 
owing. to the shortage of supplies, which is due 
to the lack of shipping facilities to fetch the 
commodity from India and China. Arrange- 
ments have been made under which the tea will 
henceforth, until further order, be retailed. 
There will be four tlasses. : 

Class A must not be sold at more than 
2s. 4d. per 1b., Class B at any price not exceeding 


| As. per Ib., and Classes C and D are unrestricted 


as regards retail prices, except in cases where 
the Tea Control Committee arrange that Claas 
© may not be retailed at a price beyond 53s. 
per Ib, The increased duty of ls. per Ib., and 
the scarcity of the commodity, will have a dis- 
turbing effect on the market. The effect of the 
new pogulations. would be that househotders 
would have to be content with a quantity some- 
thing like half of that which they had hitherto 
been using. Grocers in Dublin have been 
harrassed by customers who want to buy in 
quantities of, in some cases, not less than half 
chests. These large orders have had to 
refused, because, if they were aecepted, these 
shopkeepers would have little or nothing to 
sell to other customers. Public institutions will 
be hard set to obtain their supplies.

DUNKIRK SQUADRON’S REPORT. 

The Secretary of the Admiralty announces

THE ZEPPELINS. 

The Press Association correspondent on the 
East HE een ee a appeared off 
the Yorkshire coast on Tuesday night, and at- 
tacked various points. One of the raiders ap- 
peared at the mouth of the Humber, and was 
driven off before its main purpose was accom- 
plished. Searchlights were turned on, and after 
a little manewuvring the Zeppelin, fiying at a 
great altitude, was caught in the beams. It 
continued on its course, trying to steal its way 
further inland for a short distance, and 
wriggled about in the effort to escape from the 
rays. Anti-aircraft guns were brought into 
action, and round after round of shrapnel was 
sent skywards, but at such a height the 
Zeppelin was not hit. Eventually, after hover- 
ing about for fully half-an-hour, the raider 
evaded the searchlights, and was not seen again. 
One of the bombs, dropped in a neighbouring 
township, penetrated the roof of a Primitive 
Methodist chapel, only the walls of which were 
left standing. A Roman Catholic church close 
by had yt! windows broken, A deep crater 
was caused by an explosive bomb, which fell 
into a street, and incendiary bombs, falling 
into fields, caused several small fires, which were 
promptly extinguished. The only casualty was 
one man injured, not seriously. An aeroplane 
went up against the raider, which was com- 
pletely foiled, and returned seawards. The 
‘all clear” signal in this district was given at 
3.50 a.m,

The Italians maintain their progress all along - 


the front. 

Their unwounded -prisoners now ‘total 311 
officers and upwards of 13,000 men. 
They have taken 30 guns, mostly of medium 

calibre. 


The Italian official report, issued yesterday, 
says :'— 

Along the whole front the battle is raging 
without ceasing. 

_ North of Gorizia the operations are proceed- 
ing regularly, overcoming the resistance of 
the enemy and the difficulty of the ground. 

To the south the struggle yesterday became 
localised, especially on the Carso. 

Along the whole line of battle our tr 
have gained new successes, overcoming diffi- 
culties which give to every yard of ground 
won and held the importance of a conquered 
fortress. 

‘Masters of the air, over the battlefield, our 
aeroplanes have bombarded troops and hut- 
ments in the Chiapovano Valley, and along 
the Eastern slopes of Mount Hermada, making 
the enemy suffer losses, and causing con- 
flagrations in his communication lines. 

The number of able-bodied prisoners captured 
is 311 officers and more than 13,000 nen. 

About 30 guns, nearly all of medium calibre, 
have been so far captured. The rest of the 
booty is large and ever-increasing in quantity. 

On the Trentino and Carnia fronts the enemy 
yesterday again attempted small attacks, whic 
were everywhere repulsed. 

In Ledro Valley a bigger attack resulted, 
after a lively struggle, in a failure for the 
enemy, who, put to flight, left prisoners and 
material in our hands. 


AUSTRIAN DESPATCH. 


(ADMIRALTY, PER WIRELESS PRESS.) 

The Austrian report. dated August 20, 
as follows :— 

Our brave Isonzo Army yesterday again had 
a desperate struggle with the enemy, who 
were numerically greatly superior. The success 
of the day was with us.

Enemy columns were 
crushed before the resistance of Alpine 
Fusilier Regiments, and Alpine Fusiliers at this 
point defended their own territory. 

On the Carso Plateau the battle raged with 
the greatest violence south-west of Costanevica. 
haw battle is still fluctuating in the foremost 
ines. 

On August 19 more than three thousand 
prisoners were brought in. The Italians also 
suffered heavy sanguinary losses. 

Enenry motors shelled the open town of 
Trieste, several civiliana being killed. 

On the Sette Communi Plateau, where the 
Ttalians made heavy but fruitless attacks dur- 
ing June, the enemy, on the day before yes- 
terday, evacuated fifteen kilometres of positions, 
situaled north of Asiago, on Italian territory.

COMPARATIVE QUIET ON THE MEUSE. 


Our positions, both north and south of Lens, 
have been impreved; those to the north 
as the result of heavy fighting, in which 
German counter-attacks were repulsed, 

East and north-east of Ypres fierce fighting 
was in progress all day for the capture 
of strong positions and fortified farms. 
The enemy suffered very heavily in his 
counter-attacks. ah 

In the neighbourheod of the Ypres-Menin 
road we have advanced the line 500 yards 
on a front of about a mile. 

Further north, our line has been carried for- 
ward to a depth of hall a mile in places 
on a front ef 24 miles, 250 prisoners 
have been taken, and the enemy has 
suffered very heavily. 

Since the morning of the 15th the prisoners 
taken round Lens number 1,378. 

On the Meuse, the French during Tuesday 
night repulsed violent counter-attacks 
against Hill 304 and the Mort Homme. 


The number of unwounded prisoners taken 
since August 20th is 6,166, including 174 
officers. 

Important booty has been captured in the 
tunnels of Mort Homme, tegether with 
a complete regimental staff and the 
“chef de corps.”’ 

The enemy report states That during the day 
the artillery on both sides was violent jn 
the regions of Braye and Cerny. 

On the Meuse, the enemy made no attempts 
to attack the new positions of the French. 

The Germans deny the French success. They 
admit that their lines were entered at 
several points, but claim that the French 
have suffered enormous losses. 

Their evening report declares that the British 
attacks at- Ypres failed with heavy losses, 
and speaks of the success of the air raid

Here our line has been advanced to a depth 
of about 500 yards, on a front of about a mile. 

A position giving Important observation* east- 
wards has been captured by us, and our troops 
have established themselves in the western por- 
tion of iInvernesi copse. 

Further north our line has been carried for. 
ward on a front of two and a half miles, to a 
greatest depth of over half a mile. 

he garrison of the captured farms, and 
strong points, resisted with great stubborness. 
In many cases isolated positions were only re- 
duced after fighting lasting throughout the 
greater part of the day. 

In these operations we have captured over 
250 prisoners, but by reason of the obstinate 
nature of the fighting the prisoners taken by us 
bear a more than usually small proportion to 
the total losses inflicted on the enemy. 

The number of prisoners taken by us In the 
course of vesterday’s fighting In the neighbour- 
hood of Lens is 194, bringing the total taken in 
this neighbourhood since the morning of the 
15th Inst. to 1,378. In the same period we have 
also captured In this area 34. machine guns and 
21 trench mortars, so far as at present counted. 

Yesterday there was again great activity in 
thé air on both sides, and fierce fighting took 
place. Twelve German aeroplanes were brought 
down by our machines, and five others were 
driven down out of, control. Twelve of our 
aéroplanes are misaing, including “two which 
collided behind the enemy lines during a bom 
ing raid. 


FRENCH DESPATCHES. 

Tho French official despatch, issued yesterday 
afternoon, says >— | 

In the course of the night the enemy artillery 
violently bombarded our first line at different 
points of the Aisne front. 

The Germans repeatedly lannched counter- 
attacks in the region of Minnejean Farm, to the 
north of La Bouelle, between Ailles and Hurte- 
bise Monument, and on the California plateau. 

Our troops everywhere integrally maintained 
their positions and took prisoners. 

On the left bank of the Meuse we repulsed, 
yesterday, at the close of the day, a violent 
German counter-attack directed against Hill 
304 and the Mort Homme. 

Some enemy elements which had succeeded 
in obtaining a footing In our new first line 
trenches were driven out by a brilliant return 
to the offensive, wifich gave us 80 prisoners. 

Our reconnaissances pushed as far as the 
village of Forges. 

On the right bank, the enemy also repeatedly 
attempted to drive us from the positions we 
have captured, notably to the north of Mormont 
Farm, 

Our fire inflicted very heavy losses upon the 
assailants, and broke up the waves of assault, 
which had not even succeeded in reaching our 
lines, 

To the north of Cauriéres Wood, attacks, 
accompanied by jets of liquid fire, met with no 
greater success. The enemy only succeeded in 
increasing his losses. 

The number of unwounded prisoners we have 
taken since August 20th reaches 6,166, including 
174 officers. 

Further prisoners captured in the shelters In 
the course of the day-time yesterday have not 
yet been enumerated. Besides, 600 wounded 
prisoners are being cared for in our ambulances. 

According ta the latest information, we have 
captured an important quantity of booty, more 
especially in the three tunnels of the Mort 
Homme, where a complete electrical instalia- 
tion and ambulance posts were found Intact. 

There, also, we tock a complete regimental 
staff prisoners, together with the chef de corps 
and an engineer officer. i 

There is nothing to report on the rest of the 
front. 

The report issued last night states :— 

The artillery duel has been somewhat violent 
in the regions of Braye and Cerny. 

In Champagne. our batteries carried out 
effective fire, and destroved more gas reser- 


voirs. 

On the Verdun front the enemy reacted in 
the course of the day with -his artillery, espe- 
cially on the left bank of the Meuse. 

He made; no attempts at an attack on our 
new positions. 

One of our heavy guns brought down the 
observation tower at Romagne sous les Cotes. 

On the rest of the front the day was quiet. 

Last night German aeroplanes dropped bombs 
on the diftrict of Gerardmer. There were no 
casualties, and no damage was done, 

In the course of to-day six German aeroplanes 
were destroyed in air fights, and five others fell 
within their own lines damaged. It is confirmed 
that two further German aeroplanes were 
brought down on the 20th by the fire of our 
machine guns. ;

ENEMY’S DEFENSIVE 
PREPARATIONS. 

The Press Association special correspondent 
at Correspondents’ Headquarters of the British 
Army in France, telegraphing yesterday even- 
ing, says :— . 

At about half-past four this morning: our 
troops resumed offensive operations against the 
German positions along part of the ridge sys 
tem which forms the present battle front in 
Flanders. Very heavy fighting has taken piace, 
and, indeed, still continues, with varying results. 
The new “liquid’’ defences of the enemy in 
the form of numerous disconnected, and often 
almost invisible, posts, organised in depth, pre- 
senjs ‘a formidable problem to attacking in- 
fantry.. In fact, we are now up against much 
the same species of fighting as we experienced 
during the later days of tho Somme baitles, 
such as Morval and Les Boeufs. 

The enemy is offering a desperate resistance 
to our advance against what be realises as a 
vital strategic key to his tenure of Northern 
Belgium. Notwithstanding this,.we have ad- 
vanced, On the left of our attack we have 
carried our line forward, and straightened out 
the retty little thrust made by the tanks on 
Sunday last. Apropos, the tanks have been in 
action again to-day, and have rendered excel- 
lent service, On the right of tlie attack the 
situation is either still obscure or so complex 
that any attempt to define it can only be largely

They put down a heavy barrage upon 
Fregenberg at seven o'clock this morning, and 
maintained it for a long time; but, needless to 
say, our gunners have not been idle, and, thanks 
to the splendid work of our indomitable air 
men, there are fewer effective Hun guns this 
evening than there were when the sun rose. 
The troops which are putting up the chief 
resistance are the 12th erve Division, com- 
posed chiefly of Bilesianms, but in one biockhouse 
on the Zonnebeke-Langemarck road forty-seven 
of them came out holding up their bande with 
cheerful unanimity 

The hottest of the fighting has taken place in 
the vicinity of Inverness Copse, which is the 
most strongly fortified spot in this region. The 
Koches have run out a perfect new network of 
wire between the trees, have studded the place 
with machine guns, have filled it with concrete 
“ pill-boxes,” and burrowed it into a labyrinth 
of dug-outs and short trenches. They them- 
selves oall it the Heremtage Wood. It forms a 
small triangle, with its apex pointing towards 
the village of Hooge, and in the heart of it are 
the ruins of a chateau and a little lake. 

The battle is being fought by English and 
Scottish troops, who are finely maintaining the 
fame of the old British line.

REICHSTAG. 
(REUTER’S TELEGRAMS.) 
COPENHAGEN, Wepwrspar. 
A telegram from Berlin announces that the 
Imperial Chancellor yesterday suil made $& 
detailed statement before the Main i 
of the Reichstag, in which he laid emphasis on 
the firm stability of the country’s alliances, and 
dealt with the war situation. He read & 15 d 
and absolutely confident telegram from Fiel 
Marshal Hindenburg, and referred to the war 
aims: of Germany's enemies as being as 
boundless as ever, and as again disclosing the 
secret arrangements. He then 
said—It is easily to be understood that, in view 
of the attitude of our enemiés, the German 
Press maintains that it is impossible for us 
to make fresh e proposals. Here the Chan- 
cellor quoted Vorwaerts 
follows :—“ At no moment of the war has it 
been as clear it is now, that responsibility for 
tke prolongation of the war rests alone with our 
enemies. ir answer to our outstretched 
hand was a smashing blow with the fist. At 
this moment there is for us only one — 
that is to defend ourselves and our skins, 
think, continued Dr. Michaelis, that this is the 
general feeling of our people. It is im such a 
situation as this that I now submit to you the 
ace demonstration contained in the Pope's 
ote. The contents, I believe, are known to all 
of you. The fundamental ideas advanced 
therein correspond with the position which the 
Pope takes up in accord with his whole per- 
sonality and his charge as the Head of Catholic 
Christendom. The Pope places in the fore- 
ground his conviction, that the moral force of 
right should replace the material force of arms. 
On, this foundation he develops his proposals for 
arbitration and disarmament. I cannot take 
up any definite position with regard to the 
material tenor of the proposals, or go into 
any detail regarding them until an ha. 
ment has been reached with our Allies. 


NOTE NOT INSPIRED BY GERMANY. 

Tt is only possible for me to explain my 
views in quite general terms, and I might ao 
this in two directions. I repudiate the sugges- 
tion that the Pope’s proposal was inspired by 
the Central Powers. I affirm that the Pope's 
proposal, as made known through the Press, 
was due to his spontaneous decision, as head 
of the Roman Catholic Church. [If I must 
make any reservation in regard to details, I 
can say at once, that it corresponds to the 
attitude we have often made known, and to our 
policy since December 12th last, that we are 
sympathetically inclined towards every attempt 
to inspire thoughts of peace a:aong nations 
amid the misery of war, and that we especially 
welcome the action of the Pope, which, in my 
opinion, is based.on a sincere desire for im- 
partiality and justice. The Note was not the 
result of our initiative, but was put forward 
on the spontaneous initiative of the Pope. We 
greet with aympathy the Pope’s efforts, by a 
asting peace, to put an end to the war of 
nations. In regard to the answer to the Note, 
we are communicating with our Allies, and 


end. For: the present I am unable to enter 
upon a closer discussion of the material points 
in the Pope’s Note. 


THE DISCUSSION. 


A telegram from Berlin eays:—The main 
Committee of the Reichstag to-day elected Hérr 
Fehrenbach (Centre) as President. The Com- 
mittes decided, first. to deal with the Pope's 
Note, and then to deliberate on other questions 
of foreign policy. 

The Socialist speakers welcomed the action of 
the Fope, as they declared they would welcome 
any step which might bring about peace, and 
‘more especially because good results are ex- 
pected of it. : 

The Liberal Party expressed its agreement 
with the Chancellor in his sympathetic interpre- 
tation of the Pope's action, and associated itself 
with the Chancellor's remarks upon it. 

The Centre speakers, likewise, associated them- 
selves with tha Chancellor's remarks. They 
said they regarded the action of the Pope, 
whose impartiality was known throughout the 
world, as an extraordinarily valuable progress 
towards the prace which was so ardently de. 
sired by all nations, The party expressed the 
hope that this historic act, supported by the 
most lofty ideals, woul] meet with full success. 

The National Liberal speakers declared they 
were not able yet to examine closely the ma.- 
terial contents of the Pope’s Note, but could as- 
sociate themselves with the words of the Chan- 
eollor, The Conservative party also associated 
ltself with the remarks of Dr. Michaelis, bu? 
reserved its attitude as to details. 

The German group, cepeciallvy, welcomed the 
fria deelaration ofthe Chancellor, that the Note 
had emanated spontaneously from the Pope 
without any instigation by the Central Empires. 
The party regarded the Pope’s action as more 
eympathetic than the previous attempt at media 
tion by President Uson. 

The Independent Socialists regretted that the 
previous speakers had expressed only general 
sympathy with the Note, without entering into 
discussion. The Reichstag must renounce its 
influence on the manner of drafting a reply. A 
member of the Socialist party pointed out that 
there was no question of the Reichstag re 
nouncing its influence, but some. days must 
be allowed so that the Government’ might con- 
fer with its Allies. Moreover, the Government 
had promised not to reply to the Note without 
having taken the Reichstag into its confidence. 

The eitting was then adjourned until to 
morrow.

- ARMISTICE PROBLEM. 


ZURICH, 'Tunspay. 

Referring to rumours that the Pope intends 
to propose an afmistice, the Muenchener 
Neueste Nachrichten expresses the opinion that 
this would be contrary to all the interests of 
the Central Powers, owing to their isolated 
position. The journal says——<Assuming that 
Great Britain consented to raise the blockade, 
and Germany to suspend the submarine war, 
neutrals, acting under pressure of the Entente, 
would send Germ very few supplies, while 
Great Britain, on tM other hand, would obtain 
unlimited supplies from her Colonies and 
America; consequently afl the successes gained 
in the submarine war would be entirely de- 
stroyed. America might use the interval for 
increasing her armaments, whilst the supplies 
of the Central Powers, especially those of raw 
materials, would steadily decreafe. The 
Muenchener adds that the snggestion reputed 
to come from Austria, that peace negotiations 
should be held while fighting continues, is the 
only possible solution of the question. . 


GERMAN CRITICISM OF THE 
NOTE. | 


Reuter's Agency states that the Taegliche 
Rundschau has published an article criticising 
the Pope's peace proposals. They imply, de- 
tlares the journal, procedure very unfavour- 
able to Germany. The Pope, bably contrary 
to his intentions, has been bed to overstep the 
bounds beyond which impartial mediation 
should not go. Diplomatically, it is imade- 
quate. Although adapted to Catholic Austria, 
to a large part of Catholic Germany, and te all 
people inclined to way ii s policy, it 
exercises a moral influence highly prejudicial to 
German interests, The Pope’s suggestions 
lead to a fatal partiality. Its proposals, which 
are supposed to be self-evident and practicable, 
are so onty in so far as they call on Germany 
to renounce and sacrifice. She must give up 
indemnities and evacuate France, Russia, and 
Belgium. The only suggestion favourable to 
Germany, that her colonies should be returned, 
is impracticable, aa the Japanese are not likely 
to be influenced by tha Popé. Respecting dis- 
armament and the arbitration suggested by the 
Pope, Germany and her few friends, always 
find themselves in a minority at any Court of 
Arbitration, and it is hopeless to believe that 

land and Germany could submit questions 
touching most important interests to a Com- 
pulsory Conciliation Board. There is nothing 
self-evident nor practicable, nor are the sug- 
gestions concerning Italia Irredenta, Armenia, 
the Balkan States, and Poland. What is most 
impossible for Germany is that she should have 
to evacuate France, an@ then have to treat 
with France regarding the cession of Alsace- 
Lorraine, which France has never occupied. 
More impoctant than the diplomatic inadequacy 
and one-sidedness of the Pope's recommenda- 
tions is their possible moral effect.

Sixn,—On the. principle of audi alteram 
riem, 1 would ask you to allow me to put 
orward the case of many plot-holders with 
regard to the complaints concerning the sale 
of produce. i 3 
I took a plot without the slightest intention 
of disposing of the produce. I had practically no 
experience of agriculture, and in time I found 
myself with about ten times more than the 
quantity of early potatoes I required for my 
own use. Early potatoes will vot keep (they 
are now sprouting in the ground). I disposed 
of a quantity of them gratis to friends, and 
approached shopkeepers with a view to dis- 
posing of the remainder. The shopkeepers dis- 
played a considerable amount of reticence and 
disinclination to deal in the matter, and some 
of their number confessed that they were 
forming a “ring ” to exclude plot-holdere from 
dealings with them. This attitude. was 
naturally resented by the plot-holders, who 
could not be expected to allow a valuable 
quantity of food, produced with much labour 
and expense, to go to waste. Is it fair for

TIPPERARY SHOW. 


CONCLUDING DAY. 

It had rained heavily during the night in the 
Tipperary district, and the downpour recommenced, 
aimeost with fury, soon after midday yesterday, and 
for some three hours the second day of the show 
Was at a standst@l. Nothine could be done, and 
the judging was suspended till about, three o'clock, 
and then in improving, but atill inclement, condl- 
tions the remainder of the day's work was gone 
through. Considering this, the attendance of the 
public was astonishingly iarge, but the crowd was 
not a tithe as big as it would have been had just 
reasonably fine weather been experienced. It was 
hard luck on evetybedy, and particularly upon the 
Tipperary Show Society. 

The adjudication in horses recommenced with 
two hunter Brood mare classes, both confined to the 
Counties of Tipperary And Limerick. That for 6: 
yearold mares and upwards was relatively amall, 
but good, four of six competitors getiing honours. 
Captain Massey won with a mare whose breeding 
was not given, and with a foal at foot by Melleray, 
second going to Mrs. M. Dwyer for Bali Court, 
with a foal by Bruree, and third to Mr. J. Carrol. 
In the 3 to 5-year-old brood mares Mr. M. Cuilen 
won with May Queen, with a foal by Saxham Boy, 
in a strong class, Mr. P. Hogan getting the second 
for a 4-year-old bay by The Masher, and Mr. M.

WORKING IN WOOD. 

Knee-deep im savings and with sawdust 
whirling around his head, the seeker alter 
knowieage may gain a great deal ol interest- 
iug information in a cervain smail building in 
Dublin. At this works joinery in its most 
finished phases 1s made a speciality, and the 
machines, which form a complete group tor 
the work, perform several wonderiui opera- 
tions with an ease deightiul to watch. Iwo 
or three of them have each an electric motor 
for driving power, while three others share 
the arrangement is an 
extremely neat one, as it dispenses with over- 
head shafting, so that the whole plant runs 
with no more sound than a cheerful whirr 
except when the ever-rotating circular saw 
gets a log up against its teeth, and gives out 
a rasping, metallic growl as it slices off a 
board while running at some 1,200 revolutions 
per minute, or twenty turns a second. Lhe 
circular saw tends to give a twist to pieces of 
wood of any length, and to square up the 
wood accurately it 1s passed through what 
is called an ' under and over” machine. 
When two: sides have been squared on the 
top of the machine against the cutters, the 
wood is pushed into an opening underneath 
its table, and the machine finishes off the job 
itself. The method of making a point, such 
as those between the uprights and cross parts 
of a door or window frame, by means of 
tenon and mortice, no doubt goes back to the 
very earliest times of carpentry. The tenon 
is a tongue on the one piece of wood which 
fits into a siot in’ the other. A film of glue 
and their wedges driven in at the sides ol 
the tenon make a joint which is as strong 
as the solid wood. It can be imagined that 
such a job done by hand was a tiresome one, 
and in all kinds of woodwork is constantly 
lt is now a moment’s work to 
make a slot or mortice of any size, and a 
tenon to match. Although experiments have 
been carried on with the idea for many years, 
it is only in comparatively recent times that 
the chain morticing machine has proved itself 
fully successful. It is a most ingenious affair. 
On two wheels about the size of the small 
chain wheel of a bicycle runs rapidly a chain 
much the same size as a bicycle chain, with 
little chisel blades mounted on its links. The 
one cog is set above the other, and as both 
are brought down still revolving, by the 
movement of a lever, the chain, as it runs 
over the lower cog, cuts cleanly and quickly 
a siot or mortice. lhe machine has 
another form of mortice cutter, which consista 
oí a quickly revolving drill, which passes 
down through a holiow squdre tube with 
sharp bottom edges. The drill cuts a round 
hole, and then the tube comes down and 
cleats out the corners, making a square hole, 
which can be enlarged into a slot. A tenon 
is made with the same facility. ‘The piece of 
wood is pushed in between two revolving 
cutters, murderous-looking instruments, oi 
which the relative positions can be altered 
to vary the size of the tenon. In addition to 
the ordinary horizontal lathe for turning such 
things as table legs or stair-railing legs, there 
is a machine with an upright spindle rotat- 
ing at 4,000 revolutions per minute. To that 
spindie can be attached various kinds of 
tools for rabbeting or moulding. Such 
momentum is generated by the speed of 
rotation that a tool has to be balanced exactly 
by another of which the weight is on the 
other side of the spindle. Generally, another 
tool is fitted, for only that which projects the 
farthest from the centre of the spindle does 
the cutting. A strange-looking machine con- 
sists chiefly of what is actually a bow, sus- 
pended from the ceiling. This bow is made 
of two strips of lancewood, which has been 
found superior for the purpose to steel, and 
between its points is stretched a stout strap. 
To the strap is attached a kind of fret-saw, 
the other end of which is alternately pulled 
and released by a motor and crank under- 
neath the steel table on which'the work is 
placed. The bow keeps the fret-saw taut. 
Very intricate work can be done on the 
machine. One would think that there was a 
tendency for the sawdust and chips to choke 


sáile 


from both is sufhcient to keep their working 
parts clear. In fact, it was almost suggested 
that the workman has to be strapped to the 
‘‘ander and over” machine or he could not 
get near his work for the gale. 

It is pleasing to learn that British-made 
machines give more satisfaction than foreign 
ones, largely on account of their solid con 
struction. That is especially an important 
consideration where the vibration is so great 
as with high-speed wood-working machines. 
Satisfaction, too, is expressed with the 
motors, which work on Corporation current. 
The motors adjust themselves well to the 
great and sudden changes in load, and no 
more power is taken or kept standing by 
than is actually required by the work of 
the moment. 

A MASTER CRAFTSMAN. : 

Not all the work is straightforward er done 
by machine. The peculiar double twists 
found in balusters, for instance, demand a 
sound knowledge of practical geometry in 
those who make them. Pitch and tangent 
have to be calculated, and a man who is 
master of those mysteries can command a 
good wage. Dublin has one such craftsman, 
Joseph Sheerin, who has worked in many 
parte of the world, and is the writer of 
articles on woodwork geometry which cause 
his name to be known wherever English is 
spoken, and probably also in foreign technical 
circles. 

A very natural question after an inspection 
of the works was how they managed to he 
kept going in the face of foreign competition, 
which is nowhere more fierce than in the 
making of hase woodwork. The reply was 
that the work was done to order, and that 
none of it was stock work, while the rathet 
startling statement was elicited that, in re- 
gard to such things as doors, door frames, 
and window frames, no standards were recog 
nised in Ireland, and that such fittings were 
made to the sizes required in particular cases. 

We are indebted to Messrs. J. Clarke and 
Sons for affording us opportunities of gaining 
the particulars contained in the article ro. 
cently published in this column, about the 
manufacture of stained glass. This firm was 
established in 1886, a period when the art and 
craft was at ifs lowest ebb in Ireland. Much 
of the spade work necessary to bring the art 
to its present pitch of perfection was done 
by Mr. J. J. Clarke, the founder and present 
head of this successful Dublin firm.
